N Tuefday the rsth the Rebels burnt Fort 

Auguftus, which convinced us of their Re- 

folution to ftand an Engagement w'th the 

King’s Troops. We gave our Men a Day’s 

Halt at Naifn, and on the 16th marched 

from thence, between 4 and 5, in four Columns. ‘The 
three Lines of Foot (reckoning the Reftrve for one) were 
broken into three from the Right, which made the three 


Columns equal, and eachof five Battalions. The Artille-

After we had marched about 8 Miles, our advanced |

ved the Rebels at fome Diftance making a Motion to- 
wards us on the Left, upon which we immediately form- 
ed; but, finding the Rebels were ftill a good Way from 
us, and that the le Body did not ~we 
put ourfelves again upon.our March in our former Po- 
fture, and continued it to within a Mile of them, where 
we again formed in the fame Order as before. After re- 
connoitring their Situation, we found them pofted behind 
fome old Walls and Huts, ina Line with Culloden Houte, 





As we thought our Right entirely fecure, Gen. Hawley | 
and Gen. Bland went to the Left with the two Regime: ts

felf, imagining: the greateft Puth would be there, they 
came down three fevera] Times within 100 Yards of out 
Men, firifig their Piftols and brandithing thcir Swords; 
but the Royals and Pulteney’s hardly took their Firelocks 
from vei Shoulders, fo that after thofe faint Atrempts 
they Off} aude the little Squadrons on our Right 
were fent to purfue them. Gen. Hawley had, by the Help 
of our Highlanders, beat down two little Stone-walls, 
and came in upon the right Flank of their fecond Line. 
As their whole firft L:ne came down to.attack at once, 
their Right fomewhat out-flauked Barrel’s Regiment, 
which was our Left, and the greateft Part of the little 
Lofs we fultained was there; but Bligh’s and Sempil’s 
giving a Fire upon thofe who had out-flanked Barrel's, 
foon repulfed them, and Barrel’s Regiment and the Left 
of Monro’s fairly beat them with their Bayonets: There 
was {carce a Soldicr or Officer of Barrel’s, and of that 


two Men each withtheir Bayonets and Spontoons. 

The Cavalry, which had charged from the Right and 
Left, met in the Center, except two Squadrons of Dra- 
goons, which we miffed, and they were gone in Purfuit 
of the Runaways: Lord Ancram was order’d to purfue 
with the Horfe as far as he could; and did it with fo good 
Effcét, that a very confiderable Number was killed in the

As we were in our March to Invernef$, and were near 
arrived there, Major Gen. Bland fent the annexed Pa- 
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' pers, which he received from the French Officers dnd 


Soldiers furrendring them lves Prifoners to his R. High- 
nefs. Major Gen. Bland had alfo made great Slaughter, 
and took about 0 French Officers and Soldicrs Prifon- 
ers in hisPurtuit. 

By the beft Calculation that can be made, *tis thought 
the Rebels loft 2000 Men upon the Field of Battle, and 
in the Purfiit. We have here 222 French, and 326 Re- 
bel Prifoners, as will appear by Lifts hereunto annexed.

When we were advanced within soo Yards of the Re- | 
bels, we found the Morais upon our Right was ended, | 


which left our right Flank quite uncovered to them ; his 
R. Higtmefs thereupon immediately ordered King{ton’s

60 of Cobham’s which had been patrolling, to cover our

We fpent above half an Hour after that, trying which 
fhould gain the Flank of the other; and his R. Highnefs 
having fent Lord Bury forward within 100 Yards of the 
Rebels, to reconnoitre fomewhat that appeared like a Bat- 
tery to us, they thereupon began firing their Cannon, 
which was extremely i] ferv’d and ill pointed: Ours im- 
mediately anfwer’d them, which began their Confufion. 
They then came running on in their wild Manner; and
